MISS EMIL IE MARGARET WHITE, dis tingui shed linguist and musician, died yesterday, 
January 1, 1973, at Goodwin House, an Episcopal retirement home in Alexandria, 

Va. She was born in Washington D, C. on Christmas Day, 1885. 

A memorial service for Miss White will be held at 11:30 a.m. Saturday 
morning, January 6, at the Church of the Resurrection, 2280 North Beauregard 
Street, Alexandria, Va. 

Miss White was brought up in Washington D. C. and attended public schools 
here before entering The George Washington University. She received the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts (with distinction) in 1907 after three years of study at 
the university, and the Master of Arts in 1910. She studied privately in Germany 
as well as making a six weeks study of the teaching of foreign languages in 13 
sections of Germany under a course of study with Columbia University. She 
attended Middlebury German and Spanish Schools and the Unversidad Nacional 
de Mexico. 

She taught German and Latin for many years at Central High School and,for 
the last 14 years of her professional service to the D. C. Public Schools, was 
Supervising Director of Foreign Languages (French, German, Latin, and Spanish) 
in all the schools. 

A two—volume German textbook, Ein Ausflug In Die Deutsche Sprache , 

(Odyssey Press, 1956,57) written by Miss White, has been widely used in the D. C* 
public schools and other parts of the country. She was a frequent contributor to 
The Modern Language J our nal , C lassical World , Sch o ol and Society , The French Review , 
The German Quarterly , and Hispania , among others. 
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She filled many speaking engagements at national conferences, institutions 
of higher learning, language associations, and honor societies. 

An accomplished musician, she was organist at P. E. Church of the Incarnation 
for 14 years. As a member of the Women’s Committee of the National Symphony 
Orchestra Association, she monitored youth concerts. 

At the university, she was a member of Pi Beta Phi, national women’s fraternity 
and as an alumna, always maintained an active membership in the Columbian Women, 
an alumnae group which sponsors scholarships for deserving women students at George 
Washington. She was president of Columbian Women in 1914-15. 

In 1963, she set up the Abigail Ann Brown White and Henry Kirk White 
Scholarship Fund in memory of her parents and specified that preference should be 
given to graduates of D. C. public schools. 

Miss White received an Alumni Achievement Award from the university in 1965, 
and an Alumni Service Award from the university’s General Alumni Association in 1969 

In 1960, she received the National Foreign Language Award of the National 
Federation of Modern Language Teachers Associations. She served two terms as 
president of the Classical Association of the Atlantic States. She also served 
as president of the Middle States Modern Language Teachers Association. She was a 
member of the board of directors of D. C. Citizens for Better Public Education, and 
a member of the committee to screen teacher applicants for Fulbright Grants for 
exchange teacherships and seminars abroad. 

In 1964 she was named the first honorary member of the Department of Foreign 
Languages of the National Education Association. She also served as a member of 
the joint committee of the National Education Association and the Modern Language 

Association to formulate a program for the gifted student. 

She is remembered by former students and friends as an inspiring teacher and 
a warm, gracious person.

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DR. PETER VAILL NAMED DEAN OF SCHOOL OF 
GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION AT GW 

Dr. Peter Vaill, currently Associate Dean of the School of Business Adminis¬ 
tration and Associate Professor of Industrial Administration at the University of 
Connecticut, will become Dean of the School of Government and Business Administra¬ 
tion at The George Washington University on July 1 of this year. He will succeed 
Dean James Carlton Dockeray who will retire from the administrative post after 
seven years of service. 

"We are fortunate to have a man of Dr. Vaill's calibre join us." George 
Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott said, in commenting on the appoint¬ 
ment. "The School of Government and Business Administration has made significant 
progress in recent years under Dean Dockeray*s leadership, and we can look forward 
to its further development under Dr. Vaill's guidance," he added. 

A graduate of the University of Minnesota (A.B., Psychology, 1958); and 
Harvard Business School (M.B.A., 1960 and D.B.A., 1964), Dr. Vaill has taught at 
the University of Connecticut, the University of California, Los Angeles, and 
Harvard Business School. After serving as Research Assistant, then Associate in 
Business Administration, and Assistant Professor of Organizational Behavior at 
Harvard Business School from 1960 to 1964, Dr. Vaill worked in the summer of 1964 
as full-time in-house consultant to the Industrial Engineering Division of the 
Eastman Kodak Company. From 1964 to 1970 at U.C.L.A. he occupied positions of 
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increasing responsibility both as a faculty member and administrator including the 
chairmanship of the Behavioral Sciences Division of the Department of Business 
Administration and the vice chairmanship of the Department of Business Administra¬ 
tion. He served on a wide range of committees and task forces having to do 
with academic procedures and the creation of new study programs, relationships 
between academic and non-academic personnel, and the organization of various campus 
agencies. 

He became associated with the University of Connecticut in 1970. Dr. Vaill's 
academic specialties include management theory, organization development, and 
innovative approaches to teaching managers. He has had numerous articles published 
in these fields. The new dean has been a consultant to many different types of 
organizations, corporations, universities, hospitals, government agencies, and 
professional associations in these areas. 

His current research interests center on the problem of creating a richer 
and more valid descriptive theory of the action-taking process in organizations. 

Dr. Vaill is married to the former Margery Barnes, a 1958 graduate of the 
University of Minnesota. The VailIs have two children, Emily, 10, and 
Timothy, 6.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Richard Averett, a George Washington University sophomore 
from Columbus, Ga., is working part time for President Richard Nixon's 1973 Inaugu¬ 
ral Committee. 

Averett, 20, is a political science major at the University's Columbian College. 
He began working for the Republican Committee to Re-elect the President last spring 
as a telephone solicitor for the group's finance committee. During the fall semester, 
became a staff assistant to the Committee as part of a work study program directed 
by George Washington University Professor Rachel Keith. Students performed 15 hours 
per week of volunteer work for the political campaign of their choice in exchange for 
six academic credits. Averett f s work with the program led to his position with the 
Inaugural Committee. 

President Nixon's official inauguration January 20 will cap two-and-a-half 
months of hard work and planning by the 1973 Inaugural Committee, which is in 
charge of the organization and scheduling of all official inaugural events.

" The Serpent of Ai' 1 , a play by William Abbay, Jr., will be presented 
in its world premiere by the George Washington University Department of 
Speech and Drama in the University's Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre at 
800-21st Street N.W. Performances are scheduled from February 3 through 
February 11 at 8:00 p.m. with one matinee on February 10 at 2:00 p.m. 

The play, written in 1969, is not associated by the author with 
current plays dealing with Biblical themes. The story is taken from 
Bible accounts of the Battle of Ai during the reign of Joshua. The 
play is based on the precept that man can affect God's image and nature 
and is said to examine God's relationship to man in a new way. 

Playwright William Abbay will come from California for the February 
3 premiere and will remain in Washington during the run of the show. 

A short critique of the play will follow the premiere with the author, 
director and cast discussing the play and answering questions. A 
reception will follow in the Leggette Room which adjoins the theatre. 

William Abbay has been a prize fighter, a rodeo rider, head of the 
Chamber of Commerce in a small western town, and is now an active 
astronomer in Northern California, having built his own observatory in 
the Eureka area. A student of physics, he has worked out a system 
for para-mutual betting and spends a month or two every year at the 
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race tracks in Northern California. He has written one other play, based 
on the founding of the United States and the growth of the republic. 

This historical play was done for a Northern California county fair and 
played three times a day for two weeks to standing-room-only houses. 

Dean Munroe, Instructor in Drama at George Washington, will direct 
"The Serpent of Ai." Costumes will be by Lucile Hood, the set by Jim 
Gilchrist, lighting by Mickey Baron, sound by Phil Liebowitz, and 
projections by Steve Uzzel of the National Geographic. The multimedia 
presentation will use approximately 70 projections of pictures taken 
during the Apollo flights to the moon showing the earth and star systems 
as seen from outer space. The Department of Speech and Drama has gotten 
the pictures from NASA. 

Principal characters in the play are: God, to be portrayed by 
Tyrone O’Neal; Shuaw, a woman, to be played by Robin Press; Serpent by 
Bob Gibson; The Chronicler, Buddy Kenner; and Computer, Elaine Skouzes.

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UNIVERSITY TO PROVIDE ASSOCIATE DEGREE PROGRAM 
FOR NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION EMPLOYEES 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The George Washington University has agreed with the 
National Science Foundation to establish a full associate degree program for 
NSF staff members. The agreement was signed at 9 a.m. today (January 29) in 
a formal ceremony at the Foundation's offices at 1800 G Street, N.W. 

The George Washington University's College of General Studies is providing 
the instructional staff and administering the program, including registration 
and the furnishing of academic counseling to the NSF students. The associate 
degree program is open to employees selected by the National Science Foundation 
who meet the admission requirements for undergraduate study at the University. 
Seventy-five NSF employees are enrolled in the three initial courses -- 
English I, Psychology I or Speech I -- being taught this semester. Students 
attend classes at the NSF's G Street offices. 

Through the agreement, courses will be sequenced over a three-to-four- 
year period leading to the degree of Associate in Arts in General Studies from 
the University's Columbian College of Arts and Sciences. This is a 60-hour 
degree program normally requiring 20 courses carrying three semester hours of 
academic credit each. 

The agreement with the University marks the first full education degree 
program sponsored by the National Science Foundation for its own employees. 

The foundation was established by Congress in 1950 to promote "the state of 
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science and science education.” 

The National Science Foundation associate degree program is reflective 
of the current trend in higher education toward the providing of educational 
programs tailored to specific groups of students. The George Washington 
University has been active in the field for 25 years, setting up course programs 
for government agencies, military services, and local school systems in the 
District, Maryland and Virginia. 

In attendance at today's ceremony were the 75 students enrolled in the 
program; George Washington University President Lloyd Flliott; National 
Science Foundation Director H. Guyford Stever; Dr. Eugene R. Magruder, dean 
of the George Washington University College of General Studies; Dr. Calvin D. 
Linton, dean of the GiU Columbian College of Arts and Sciences; T.E. Jenkins, 
National Science Foundation assistant director for administration; Robert T. 
Preston, National Science Foundation personnel officer; and Herbert Harrington, 
Jr., National Science Foundation personnel management director. 
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
